WasHincton, October 25.—The New York 
Yribune of Monday published as special from 
Angeles, California, a letter published in 

he Los Angeles Times of the Sunday previous 
purporting to be from British Minister West 
now Lord Sackville) to a former British sub- 
t but now a naturalized citizen of the 
United States, who had asked the minister’s 
gdvice as to how he should vote in the coming 
presidential election. The =ribune of Tues- 
day republished the letter at the head of its 
editorial columns. The New York Herald 
this morning publishes a letter from the Cali- 
ifornian which brought out the letter first pub- 


lished. It is as follows:

Minister West has acknowledged the genn- 
ineness of his letter. The Tribune, in its first 
publication, said the name of the Californian 
was withheld under pledge, but it has since 
been stated as “‘Murchison.’”’ Secretary Bay- 
ard, who returned to Washington last night, 
mace the following statement today to a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press in regard 
to Murchison’s letter and Minister West's 
reply: 

“Yes: IT have read both letters. I have not 
secn the British minister since he went to 
Europe last spring, until he called on me this 
morning atthe department of state. Lord 
Sackville hasno other or better means oi 
knowledge of the intentionsof the president 
than ary one of the sixty-five million of Amer- 
ican people. His personal opinion is worth 
no more’ than that of any one ol 
them on the ground of knowledge, and much 
less on the ground of interest as a 
pubject. While there must be a consensus of 
Opinion as to the improprietory of expression of 
{ndividual views by any one holding the poai- 
tion of a foreign envoy, itis still to be hoped 
that we will beable tosettle the issues in- 
volvedin the pending canvass, without the 
importation of foreign interference or Inter- 
meddling in our Gomestic affairs. The Ameri- 
¢2zn people will be prompt to resent and repel 
asimpertinent anysuch attempts, brt they 
will easily recoguize the political pit-fall ar- 
fanged by the California letter, with its object 
80 plainly stamped upon its face and addressed 
to the British minister, into which he has so 
Surprisingly tumbied. Such pétty schemes to 
break the fall of despairing politicians will be 
held in proper estimation by popular intelli- 
gence,’’ ; ; 

The Evening Star publishes this evening a 
two column article quoting 3 accurately as 
possible from memory of an hour’s talk the 
utterances of Senator Morgan upon this cor- 
respondence, and upon the general subject of 
the forvign policy of the administration. In 
regard to the West-Murchison correspondence, 
Mr. Morgan is quoted: 

“Minister West has probably as much 
knowledge as to the president’s disposition in 
this matter as you have, or has any other pri- 
Vate citizen. He has no more. The only thing 
he has to base an opinion on is what the whole 
world has said of the president’s message. Not 
only has Mr. West no private information but, 
asiknowtobea fact, President Cleveland 
has no private views on the subject that con- 
flict with the clear utterances of his message. 
When Minister West attempts to construe the 
peesident’s attitude differently, and to advise 
an American citizen as to the disposition of 
his politea] franchise, he is guilty of unwarrant- 
able interference with the affairs of the United 
States. His deductions are based on nothing 
and his conelusions are absolutely false. I do 
not sav that he does pot believe in them him- 
self—i sav that he does not know President 
Cleveland and is deceiving himself.”’ 

Ministerf West was shown the interview 
With Sceretary Bavard this evening, and 
asked what he had to say about it. Ho said:

Minister West Interviewed. 

New Yor, October 25.—The Washington 
correspondent of the Herald called upon Min- 
ister West today in regard to the California 
letter. He writes: 

I went this evening to the British legation 
for the purpose of receiving the explanation 
that Lord Sackville had expressed himself 
willing tomake of the Circumstances under 
which he had written the Ictter. 

An English born citizen of California had 
sought from him an approval of his expressed 
cesire to yote for the ‘re-clection of President 
Cleveland. 

The minister first confirmed the accuracy of 
the copy of his letter that J had taken to him 
for verification, and then, producing from his 
cabinet the original of the letter addressed to 
hinr by his unknown correspondent at Pomona, 
Cal., asked me to read it and tell him if ] 
conld what reasenable objection had been or 
couid be raised to his answering it; or to the 
matter and quality of his answer. 

I informed Lord Sackville that certain cen- 
tlemen prominent in the republican party 
deemed his letter of sufticient importance to 
their cause to make use of it for the purpose of 
creating a prejudice against the candidacy of 
Mr. Cleveland in the closing weeks of the 
campaign, and that those who took that view 
and made that use of the letter considered that 
its publication had put him so far on the de- 
fensive as to require him to justify or excuse 
the writing of the letter. 

HiS POINT OF VIEW. 

Lord Sackville declined to accept that view 
or to say anything to placate, help or hinder 
any partisan interest connected with the pend- 
ing contest for the presidency. adding that he 
did not write letters nor refrain from writing 
them out of regard to political exigencies 
within the United States, which were matters 
that in no way concerned him otherwise than 
as @ friendly and impartial spectator, but 
solely with reference to what was courteous 
and proper between himself and those that 
saw fit to honor him with their commu- 
nications. He was awarethat the native in- 
genuity of the American people was apt to 
come out strongly ai the time of their national 
elections, and he thonghit the enthusiasm and 
enterprise that they threwinto such strugy!es 
were indications of asound political consiitn- 
tion, but he would like to know how any cil 
the present contestants gre to gain an advan- 
tage from the publication of his letter, which 
contained nothing but statements well 
known and undisputed facts.

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TO EDUCATE THE COLORED PEOPLE, 
Daniel Hand Gives One Million Dollars For 
; this Purpose. 

New HAVEN, October 25.—Daniel Hand, a 
prominent and wealthy resident of Guilford, 
near this city, has given to the American mis- 
sionary association, of New York city, the sum 
of one million dollarsto be held in trust by the 
association, the interest to be devoted to the 
education of colured people in the old slave 
states of tha sonth. The association is said to 
have unrestricted charge of the expenditure of 
the interest, except that it must be devoted to 
the education of such colored people as are 
needy and indigent, and such as by their 
health, strength andivigor of body and mind 
vive indicatious of efficiency and usefulness in 
aiter life. 

Daniel Hand, the donerof this noble gift, 
vas a grocer in Charleston, S, C., befure the 
war, and being of northern sentiments, was 
forced to fly to the north when the war broke 
out, leaving all his propeity, of aloat $120.00, 
incharge of George W. Williams, his } 
dential clerk and a southerner. Mr. 
liams used the property profitably during the 
war, and by investing in southern pine lands 
became verv rich. «Six years ago Judge Luzon 
B. Morris, of New Haven, counsei for Mr. 
liand, advised the latter to seek a settiement 
with Mr. Williams. Mr. to 
New Haven and honorably paid up the origi- 
nal sum and interest, amounting to »615,000, 
sending on the last installment two ycars ago. 
This amount, with accrued interest, forming tue 
creat buli of the sum, is now returned to the 
south by Mr. Hand. Under the terins of the 
trusts not over $100 is to be expended on the 
education of any single colored person. 
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AXWORTHY’S BIG STEAL. 


The Defaulting Treasurer Belicved to Be in 
Belgium. 

CLEVELAND, O., O¢tober 25.— When Thomas 
Axworthy, the defaulting city treasurer, bade 
Cleveland a hasty good bye, September 20, he 
had on his person bills of exchange represeut- 
ing more than $100,000, drawn on Drexel, 
Morgan & Co., of New York. This was inde- 
pendent of the cash which he had, at least 
31,000, How much money he took 
away with him will probably be 
learned as the committee makes 
investigation. On the day before he left the 
city, he visited the National City bank, the 
Union National bank, the Cleveland National 
bank, and the Commercial National bank, and 
purchased bills oi exchange on Drexel, Morgan 
& Co.. of New York, amounting to @ sum in 
excess of $100,000. The only banks that he 
did not visit for this pupose were the Mer- 
ehants and the Bank of Commerce, and 
the reason is plain, for his  bonds- 
men, Messrs. Wade and LJaine,_ are 
connected with these institutions, and wouid 
have had their suspicions aroused by such ac- 
tions. Axworthy gave personal checks in 
payment of the bills. Drexell Morgan & Co. 
have several branch offices in Europe, and 
many people belieye he has fled to Europe. 
The defalcation is a least $440,000, and may be 
more. No trace of the missing man, after 
left Montreal October 2, has yet been found. 
His friends say he is probably in Belgium.

Colonizing Voters in New York—Quay Called 
Upon to Pay His Reward—The 
Prospect Ahead. 


New York, October 25.—[Special.]—Mr. 
Blaine made one of his characteristic speeches 
tonight at Madison Square garden, to several 
thousand alleged Irish-Americans. They are 
known as the Pat Ford contingent, and no 
more represent the true Jrish-Americans of 
this city than doesa Methodist preacher. Many 
lrishmeu have been outspoken enough to say 
that the Pat Ford crowd were nearly all politi- 
tians for revenue. Itis a wonder to many re- 
publicans that Mr. Blaine consents to be so 
chummy in public with Pat Ford, whose 
past record is wellknown. He never misses 
an opportunity to appear before the people in 
Mr. Biaine's company. Senator Quay, chair- 
nan of the republican national committee, it 
is said, was ina perspiration of dread today for 
fear Mr. Blaine would make some fearful 
blunder in . his apeech. The speech 
was outlined, to the republican 
chief before Mr. Blaine appeared on the piat- 
form, and finally indorsed by the Pennsylva- 
nian. Mr. Blaine harped on Minister West’s 
letter toan English voter. The Tribune and 
other republican papers have been screeching 
themselves hoarse overthe letter, trying to 
make political capital to catch the Irish vote. 
The Maine orator thought an Irish American 
audience good Material to discuss the Pritish 
minister’s letter befere, and he turned himself 
loose. The enthusiasm was sporadic, and evi- 
dently worked up by a clique employed for the 
purpose. 

BLAINE AS A JONAH. 

While Chairman Quay considers Mr. Blaine 
aJonah, there are many republicans con- 
nected with the state committee. who are anx- 
jous to have him speak in the interest of the 
state. Mr, Quay cannot come ont plainly and 
say he has had enough of the plumed knight 
hippodrome, because he is afraid it might havea 
bad effect upon such Blaineacs as Whitelaw 
Reid and hiscrowd. He is between the devil 
and the deepsea, and at times it is said he 
would not cry much if Mr. Blaine was in the 
sod or under it.

THE FEVER INCREASING. 
The Death Record Still Low, But Many New 
Cases Arising. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., October 25.—The fever 
has taken a decided advance today. Seventy- 
one new cases are reported, the largest num- 
ber for nearly four weeks. No direct cause is 
assigned for the increase, other than pbhysi- 
cians have reported two cases together.

Mr. Porter at once wireil the surgeon-geu- 
eral, who ordered Dr. Posey, at Camp Perrv‘ 
to proceed to Enterprise, and he is now on his 
way there. Dr. F. Caldwell, of Sanford, who 
had yellow fever here while house physician 
at St. Luke’s hospital, but who is at present in 
Rome, Ga., has volunteered his services for 
Enterprise. Twonurses have already been 
sent there from Sanford. 

McClenny togay reports four new cases of 
whites and three colored. No deaths. 

The sickness of Enterprise will seriously in 
terrupt the political canvasses in that part of 
the second district. Quarantines are being 
established in every direction, as there is no 
telling to what extent the infection may haye 
spread from’ Enterprise.

4 GRAND EVENT OF THE CINCIN- 
® NATI EXPOSITION. 


THURMAN AND CARLISLE SPEAK 
A Large Procession Reviewed By the Next 


Vice-President—The Grand Platform 
And Who Were Upon It. 


Cincinnati, October 25.—At 2 o'clock the 
Thurman party were driven to the review- 
ing stand at the corner of Race and 
Twelfth streets, to review the democratic 
procession, The streets were packed. There 
were eight divisions, composed of lecal and 
visiting democratic clubs, all of whom 
shouted vigorously as they passed 
the stand. Clubs were present from Ohio, 
Indiana and Kentucky. Includedin the pa- 
rade was a big hat, labeled ‘‘'Grandpa’s hat,”’ 
anda mammoth rosette made of plumes. At 
thé conclusion of the parade the large crowd 
gathered in front of the reviewing stand and 
called for speeches, but Judge Thurman and 
Speaker Carlisle both oxcused themselves be- 
cause of their speeches about to be delivered 
indoors, and the crowd dispersed slowly. The 
exposition buildings were crowded, and Music 
hall with upwards of 8,000. people tonight. 
Thirty-eight children sat on tlie stage to rep- 
resent the different states. Judge Thurman 
made the first speech, in which he eulogized 
the democratic party as the friend of labor. 
He continued: 

some nay say there were southern states that 
were democratic, and they bad negro slavery. Yes, 
but that senience of Thomas Jefferson, ‘‘all men are 
created free and equa!l,”’ sprouted up aud grew up, 
and in the eud made slavery impossible in any part 
of the territory of the United States. [Applause,] 
Our republican friends say to the wegro man, 
or colored man, that they set him free. 
They set him free? There wouldhave been slavery 
for ien centuries to come if they had depended on 
hem, [Great cheering.] These werds from ‘i homas 
tetlerson’s mouthand pen arethe words that set 
them free im the end, and, therefore. I say it again, 
and say it without fear of successful contradiction, 
that ho improvement of rights, or in condition of 
luboring met, in Christendom, has ever been pro-

Judge Thurman, in closing, paid a glowing 
tribute to the speaker, who was to follow him, 
saying:

uid es he has for years _ been 
spore or Jess interested in the railroad interests 
centering hore, it is more than likely that the 
need of a first-class union depot, which has 
been so prominently kept before him through 
these columns had the effect of directing his 
attention particularly to that matter. 

f that is not so, itis hardly probable that 
in his first interview since the Termi- 
mnal’s purchase of the Georgia com- 
pany’s property, he would have 
plainly aud particularly referred to the ‘‘first- 
class union depot ’’ which Atlanta is to be 
favored with under the present administration 
of railreads that have made Atlanta the 
greatest of southern cities. 

But, after all, this is history repeating itself 
go fat as Tne CONSTITUTION is concerned. It 
hase faculty of “getting there,’’ and the 
promise of a union depot is its latest “scoop.” 

The Western and Atlantic. 

‘Tr CONSTITUTION has a good deal to say 
about the prospects of the Western and Atlan- 
tic, I sce,”’ ai a railroad official yesterday.

But the Louisville and Nashville 
is just as certain, in my opition, to become a 
party to the Terminal’s consolidation of south- 
ern railroad interests, as the sun shines.,’’ 

“Tn what way?” 

“fam ofthe opinion that a grand poo! will 
be formed between the Terminal roads and the 
Louisviile and Nashville. Should = this 
be accomplished, then the Louisville 
and Nashville would certainly be 
out of the iield as a competitor for the lease of 
the State road. In faoé, no corporation would 
have any use for it under such arrangements,”’ 

“What do youthink of the consolidation pro- 
posed in Tur CONSTITUTION, giving the Queen 
and Crescent system control of the Western 
and Atlantic and an alliance with the Atlanta 
and Florida ?”’ 

“That reads well on paper,and it would 
make a strong competitive line for southeast- 
ern business should it be effected, but the 
Queen and Crescent system is not coming 
down this way.

Tho Atlanta and Florida, 


‘“The Atlanta and Florida must be built to 
tidewater,”’ said one of the stockholders in 
that enterprise yesterday. 

““\Vhatever its future may be, there can be 
now no coubt that its extension to the sca 
menus a great deal for Atlanta. Of course, 
everybody will say that there is no chance for 
it, even when this is accomplished. That 
it will be bottled up here in Atlanta, with no 
counections that will grant « fair interchange 
of traftic. Thatis a matter for future consid- 
eration. The present situation demands that 
it bo builtto Brunswick. ‘On to tidewater,’ 
should be the sentiment of everybody inter- 
ested in the Atlanta and Florida.”’ 

The Last Tennessec, 

Trains on the East Tennessee road will run 
into the carshed on or before November Ist, 
unless some unforeseen change in the present 
artaugements of the roads entering there 
should interfere. To the patrons of this road 
it wili prove a great convenience, and relieve 
them from the discomforts of a transfer-—for 
transfers are always disagreeable.

New York, October 25.—[{Special.]}—The 
Richmond and West Point Terminal Railway and 
Warehouse company isan association formed for 
the purchase aud ownership of railroad securities, 
and not tor the purpose of operating railroad prop- 
erties. It isa Virginia corporation with stockhold- 
ers scattered overa large section of country. The 
purchase by tt of southern railroad stocks 1s for the 
Purpose of securing harmonious railroad manage- 
ment and to prevent ruinons competition and waste- 
ful management. It has acquired a large interest 
in the stock of the Georgia Central railroad cem- 
pany and owns very large interests in many other 

topertics in the south, The bo..ri of controiof the. 

erminal company does not propose any further in- 
terference with the management of its various prop- 
€rlics than may be necessary to protect the inter- 
ests of the bond and stockholders, 

The Georgia Central railroad will be managed as 
ithas been inthe past, by a board of directors 
made up of citizens of the state of Georgia, and by 
Oficers and agents who are identified with the in-

Tirough vestibuled trains 
from Atlanta will be the nextimprovement for the 
becefit of passenger travel on the Air-Line. 

To Build Into Texas. 


A despatch from El Paso, Texas, says that 
the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific is rapidly 
pushing its way into the southwest to head off the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe. The Rock Island 
is arranging to bulld dtrect from Liberal, Kan., to 
Ei Paso, and this is of particular significance. when 
consideded along with the building of the Kansas 
City, El Paso and Mexico, The latter company 
have 1,000 tons of sieel rails en route from New 
York, and about twenty miles of the road bed are 
already graded, The two companies will probably 
reach an understanding by which the Kansas City,

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The Pine Straw Industry. 

The great majority of the farmers of the 
south are compelled to use jute bagging this 
year, but there can be no doubt that ar- 
rangements are making which will not only 
smash the bagging trust, but will result in 
the substitution of other materials for coy- 
ering the cotton crop of the south. 

For allthis, Tum ConsTiruTIon is in- 
tlined to be somewhat grateful to the bag- 
ging trust. The combination is a villainous 
affair in its intentions, itis true. Its pur- 


pose has been to rob the cotton planters, 


and it has succeeded to some extent; but 
the larger results must* be looked at. 

Incidentally, the trust is an affair to be 
flenounced, but in reality it has convinced 

* our farmers more surely than any argument 
tould have done, that they ought to take 
advantage of the resources of their own sec+ 
tion. The efforts. of the bagging trust to 
rob them have set on foot experiments in 
thisdirection that are bound to result in 
the permanent and profitable development 
of certain resources in the south that have 
heretofore lain dormant. 

For instance, there is the pine fibre indus- 
iry, which has been going on in a small 
way. The attempted robbery of the bag- 

- ging trust has called the attention of capi- 
talists io the immense possibilities of this 
mew industry. The supply of the raw ma- 
terial is unlimited in extent and cheap. 
From the green needles of the pin an oil is 
extracted in the process of manufacture that 
very nearly pays the cost of the whole pro- 
tess. The fibre, when it is ofco prepared, 
can not only be woven into merchantable 
‘bagging, but can he made into matting of a 
very durable sort.

The political editor of the Cinninnati 
Commercial-Gazetteis either an idiot or he 
believes that all of the readers of that ex- 
cessively noisy republican journal have no 
sense at all.

Opposite the 
names of the representatives from each of 
these districts appear wh: t the Commercial- 
Gazette says is the‘‘colored majority’’in each 
of these districts. In Mr. Blount’s district, 
for instance, it shows that the ‘colored 
majority’? is 8,229, and reasons that the 
difference between Mr. Blount’s majority 
of several thousand, and the “colored ma- 
jority’ in the district, represents the result 
of the democratic ‘‘intimidation’’ it took to 
steal the district from the republicans, 

The argument concerning Mr. Blount’s 
district is exactly the same as that applied 
to each ofthe other twenty-eight southern 
districts whose representatives voted for 
Mr. Carlisle, and the votes of each, argues 
the Commercial-Gazette, ought by right 
to have gone to Mr. Reed, ‘‘as the republi- 
cans were entitled to the representatives 
from each of these districts.”’ 

The absurdity of this argument is appar- 
ent. Nobody denies that ina number of 
southern districts there area majority of col- 
ored inhabitants, but this does not mean 
necessarily that there are a “majouity of 
legal colored voters. Every man in the 
state of Georgia, and any other- southern 
state, is entitled to vote after having reached 
the age of twenty-one, provided he complies 
with the requirements of the state for qual- 
ification for the right of suffrage. 

One of these requirements, in many 
southern counties, asin the north, is that 
every voter should first have paid the taxes 
which he owes his state and county before 
he can exercise the right of suffrage. This 
is a wise regulation, for no man should be 
erititled to the privilege of participation in 
the control of state affairs who is unwilling 
to meet his obligations as a citizen. Gov- 
ernment is for the protection of all; there- 
fore, all should assist in maintaining its ex- 
penses. 

it would of course be wrong to make any 
discrimination on account of -race, color or 
anything else, in levying taxes, or to resort 
to any check by which men could not vote, 
even though they were willing to comply 
with their duties as citizens. Such has been 
the case*in republican Rhode Island, where 
the republican party, by virtue of its author- 
ity, has formany years disfranchised thou- 
sands of men because they were not fortu- 
nate enough to possess pocket-books of reg- 
ulation size. 

Itis an easy matter for every man in the 
south, both white and black, to cast his bal- 
lot if he simply goes to the trouble of en- 
titling himself to the privilege, and beeause 
they all do not do so is no evidence that 
they are defrauded of the right. Some 
men qualify themselves and others do not. 

Therefore, the simple fact that there is a 
colored majority of 8,229 in Mr. Blount’s 
district is no evidence whatever that there 
is a majority of republican voters in the 
district, even admitting that this majority 
of 8,229 represented a majority of grown 
colored men in the district, which it does 

not, and further admitting that every col- 
ored voter in the district votes the republi- 


} can ticket, which they do not.

Fox Kane 
took the stage and announced, in a feeble 
and pathetic way, that spiritualism is all 
humbuggery. Having got through with her 
little speech, the old lady proceeded to 
demonsrated that the famous spirit- 
rappings at Rochester were produced, 
not by the spirits themselves, but 
by the joints of her big toe on a 
sounding-board. The demonstration was 
perfect and satisfactory except to a number 
of spiritualists who appear determined to 
insist that their faith is based on a series of 
senseless knockings and rappings. 

Mrs. Kane is an old woman, as we have 
said, but her big toe has apparently lost 
none of its pristine vigor. It rapped on the 
sounding board with all the energy of a 


“hominy-beater.’’ _The performance’ was 


satisfactory to the public; -but some of the 
spiritualists present hissed and groaned. 
And yet the performance did not prove that 
the faith of the spiritualists is groundless. 
It only proved thata woman’s big toe is a 
very big thing indeed. 

It this connection—as the New York Sun 
would say—we observe that some of our 
metropolitan contemporaries allude to Mrs.

Twenty-four hours later the news 
came'that his bonds had been placed, and 
his fortunes were re-established on a secure 
footing. 

A similar case occurred in London some 
years ago. A disappointed investor who 
had spent his last cent committed suicide, 
andon the following day the government 
made a proposition to utilize his invention 
and pay him a million dollars for it. But 
it was too late. Like Pulsifer he had 
given up and died too soon. 

Of course it is useless to point the moral. 
Men will continue to kill themselves when 
they lose their money. And yetit is a fool- 
ish as well as a wicked thing to do, Life 
even without a fortune can be made worth 
living. 


ithe Latest Move of DeLesseps. 

It is possible, after all, that the Panama 
canal company will finally raise the needed 
amount of money for its enterprise. 

Out of the 2,000,000 bonds issued under 
the recent lottery scheme, 1,200,000 still re- 
main unsold. ‘De Lesseps and his son are 
now making a close canvass from town to 
town, urging the people to subscribe for 
stock. The condition proposed is that the 
subscribers shall not. be liable unless the 
subscriptions reach the entire amount now 
unplaced. 

The middle class of the French people 
have already invested so much money in the 
enterprise, and they feel so much confidence 
in the ability of their government to back 
them up, that it is almost a foregone conclu- 
sion that the necessary funds will be raised. 

Whether the canal will be completed or 
not by 1890 is another question. With the 
hostile interests of the Nicaragua route ar- 
rayed against the Panama scheme, it is diffi- 
cult in this country to get trustworthy 
information.

Vesterday Morning. 

Promptly at 9 o’elock yesterday, Judge 
Richard Clark ordered that the 
jury be brought into the courtroom, and a min- 
nte later the twelve men in whose hands is 
placed the momentons issue filed into the 
room and took their seats. 

The crowd was largerthan ithad been any 
morning previous. Even the gallery was 
nearly filled,while the lower floor was crowded 
until standing room was at a premium. The 
prisoner bears the fatigue and nervous tension 
admirably. He sat by his lawyers and seemed 
as bricht and hopeful as hé was on the first 
day of the trial. 

There was an expectant silence for a half 
minute after the jury filed in. 

‘Your honor might excuse the regular panel 
of forty-eight jurors,’’ suggested the solicitor. 

With the thanks of the judge, the jurors 
were discharged for the term. 

“Now, your honor,’ said Judge Dorsey, 
rising, “I have just been handed this 
note from Dr, Hood. The doctor states that 
Mr. M. R. Heflin is sick in bed and that it is 
imprudent for him to leave his room. Mr. 
Hetlin is one of the main witnesses for the de- 
fense aud { would just like tostate here that 
if we can not get him here today, we shall be 
obliged to ask for a continuance of the case.”’ 

A buzz of something like disappointment 
was heard in: the courtroom. 

“When thetime comes for Heflin to tes- 
tify,’’ said Colonel Hammond, “if he is not 
here then, the state will makea showing in 
the matter,’’ 

“Call the next witness,’ said Judge Clark. 

THE SEVENTH WITNESS 
for the state, and the first one examined yes- 
terday morning, was Mr. Will B. Green. He 
testified substantially as follows: 

“On the 16th of May, ’88, about 3. o’clock in 
the afternoon, I was walking down Whitehall 
street towards Alabama streetand met Mr. 
Tom Gresham in a buggy. I noticed that 
something was wrong and I stopped and step- 
ped tothe edge of the sidewalk. Gresham 
motioned to me and as I went up tothe buggy 
ne said, ‘George Eddleman has shot me. Get 
into the buggy and go with me out home.’ I 
did so. Gresham seemed to be in great pain. I 
went with him into the house. His coat and 
vest were taken off but I saw uo weapon of 
any kind.’’ 

There was no cross-cxamination. 

A delay of five minutes or more was caused 
by the absence of the next witness. About 
§:15,while the bailiffs were looking for the next 
witness, Mrs. Edleman, the wife of the pris- 
oner, entered the courtroom, accompanied by 
herson. She was given ascat next to Mr, 
Eddleman. He kissed his wife, and they con- 
versed together for sometime. 

THE EIGHTH WITNESS 
was Mr. Louis Saloshin. His testimony ‘vas 
to the effect that he had spoken to Gresham a 
short while after the shooting. Witness had 
siarted into the saloon when the shooting oc- 
curred, when he saw a -policeman standing 
near Gresham, and near the back entrance to 
the saloon. Heasked Gresham what was the 
matter with him, and Gresham said, ‘George 
Fddieman has shot me, and shot me for 
nothing.’ Witness went into tho saloon fora 
plass of beer, 

THE NINTH WITNESS 
was Mr. Hugh Angier. He testified that ho 
was acivilengineer. He was handed by Colo- 
ne! Hammond a plat of the room in which the 
shooting was done, and testified from it as to 
farious measurements, The plat was 
designed by Mr. Angier. He was also 
handel a plat of the room, similar 
to the other plat which he had drawn for the 
defense. Mr. Angier testified that the meas- 
urements on the plats were accurate, and ex- 
plained the plats. He testified that it would 

eimpossible for a person passing along the 

sidewalk on Whitehall street to see into tho 
galoon, as the floor of the the saloon was nino 
feet below tho sidewalk. <A person passing 
along the alley in the rear of the saloon could 
sec through the saloon to the front steps, as 
theo rear of the saloon was only two or three 
feet below the alley. 

THE TENTH WITNESS 
was Mr. John C. Joyner. Witness was sta- 
tionhousekeeper in May last, when Eddleman 
was brought to the stationhouse after the 
shooting. Hesearched Eddieman and found 
upon hisperson a small derringer that had 
been fired. Witness was shown the pistol ten- 
dered in evidence asthe one with which the 
shooting was done, and said it looked yery 
much like the one taken from Eddleman. 

THE ELEVENTH WITNESS 

wos Dr. B. M. Woolev. He tostified that 
soon alter the shooting he was asked to go 
down and see Mr. Eddleman at the station- 
house, and to examine, while there, a wound 
upon Mr. Eddleman’s neck. 
ined the wound. It was confined almost cntire- 
ly to the skin, and he did not examine closely. 
Eddleman told witness that if he (Eddleman) 
had not kiled Gresham the instant he did that 
Gresham would have killed him with a knife. 

‘‘Doctor,’”’ asked Solicitor Hill, ‘‘could not 
that wound on Mr. Eddieman’s yeck havo 
been made with a finger nail?” 

“Yes, sir,’ replied the doctor, “J think ii 
tould.”’ 

THE TWELFTH WITNESS 

was Dr. T. D. Longino. He testified that he 
was called in while Mr. Gresham was lying 
upon his bed, after he had been carried home. 
Gresham was in jerfect agony. Witness 
stated he never saw a man suffer so terribly. 
Witness showed location of the wound. No 
robing was done, except by Dr. Westmore- 
and, merely to see if the ball had entered the 
cavity of the stomach. Probing wound would 
have been dangerous; what was done by Dr. 
Westmoreland could not have any effeet.”” 

“Doctor,’’ asked Colonel Cox, ‘‘was not Mr. 
Gresham a large man—-larger than Mr, Eddle- 
man ?”’ 

“He may have weighed more,” said the doc- 
tor,” but 1 think Mr. Eddleman was the taller 
perhaps. My recollection is that Mr. Eddle- 
man is a pretty large man himself.” 

“Did you notice thatone of Mr. Gresham’s 
hands was off ?”’ 

“Yes, sir; I think it was off at the wrist.”’ 

“Well, doctor, do you consider a one-handed 
man at any disadvantage when he is fighting 
&man with one leg?’’ 

The doctor said ‘he wasn’t a fighting man, 
and couldn’t say. 

THE THIRTEENTH WITNKSS 
was Solicitor-General Hill. He swore briefiy 
thatthe the pistol had been handed him 
with the evidenee that had been beforo 
the coroner's jury. He thought that the then 
coroner, Dick Haynes, now decéased, had 
handed him the pistol. 

“Now, your honor,’’ announced the solict 
tor,as he got back to his seat, *‘the state 
rests.’’

The Defense. 

Court was re-opencd promptly at 2 o’clock 
ani the jury filed in and took their seats. 

‘*May it please your honor, and you, gentle- 
men of the jury,’ said Judge Dorsey, ‘‘the 
case has now reached that point where it be- 
comes the duty of the defense to map out its 
line of argument and state the propositions 
ae which it proposesto rely. On the 16th 
of May, 1883, George Eddleman and Tom 
Gresham were friends. Both had lived in this 
city for years previous, and during all 
that time they had been friends. On 
the 16th of May, 1888, George Eddleman 
went into the saioon and lunch counter of 
James Johnson. Mr. Gresham, the deceased, 
came in soon afterwards and took his seat at 
the same table with Eddleman. They saluted 
ach other— onesaid, ‘Howdy, George,’ and the 
other said, ‘Howdy, Tom.’ Mr. Eddleman 
was conversing with Mr. Emanuel. He may 
have said imprudent things, but he did not ad- 
dress one single remark to Mr. Gresham. 
Mr. Eddieman finished his meal and 
started to pay for it. This brought him 
near Mr. Greshan,and Mr. Gresham said to him 
‘what you have said is a d—d lie.’ He 
raised the difliculty in which he lost his life. 
Mr. Gresham had but one hand, while Mr. Ed- 
dieman had but one leg. During the fight Mr. 
Eddieman was wounded in the neck by a 
knife in the hand of Tom Gresham, and be- 
lieving with reason that his own life was in 
imminent peril, George Eddleman fired the fa- 
tal shot.”’ . 

As Judge Dorsey sat down there was a pe- 
culiar silence over thie courtroom. They-had 
been taken by surprise, and as this feeling 
wore off men exchanged looks that asked as 
plain as words, “Well, what on earth do they 
rely on for that ?”’ 

THE FIRST WITNESS 
for the defense was M. R.:Heffin. 

‘T have,’’ said he in reply to the first ques- 
tion. ‘‘inceptive pneumonia, and have been in 
bed since last night, wasin bed at 1 o’clock 
when Iwas sent for. I live at 44 Larkin 
street. I was in Atlanta the day of the shoot- 
ing of Gresham.’’ 

‘Did you see the difficulty?’ asked Judge 
Dorsey. 

“TI saw part of it.” )

& man striking at Mr. Eddleman. The other 
man had something in his hand that looked 
like a knife. I would not swear thatit was a 
knife. Mr. Eddleman jumped back two or 
three quick steps and fired. Eddleman had 
his back toward me. As soon as the shot was 
fired 1 went on down themlley and did not see 
anything else.’ 

‘*Witness is with you.”’ 

“Was anybody else there but you and the 
man that made this remark ?”’ asked tho solic- 
tor. 

“Tam not certain about it,’’ said the wit-

THE SECOND WITNESS 
was Glenn McCord; lives at 13 McDonough 
street, has been a painter with Mauck since 
Christinas. For thirteen months before that 
he was a Metropolitan street car driver. He 
saw a part of the difliculty. 

“Thad just come from Hollis’s bar,’’ said 
the witness, “and I heard a man say, ‘Look at 
that man cutting the other one!’ I saw a large 
man cutting at Mr. Eddleman. Mr. Eddie- 
man backed towards the door in which we 
wero standing, and when eight or ten feet 
from the door he fired. Gresham bad a knie 
in hishand. I saw the blade.”’ 

‘‘Were there any others in the alley?” 

“Two besides myself. Possibly more.”’ 

‘How far apart were Eddleman and Gres- 
ham when Eddleman fired ?’’ 

‘Two or three feet.”’ 

“You mean that their bodies were two or 
three feet apart?” 

‘‘Yes, sir, about three feet.”’ 

“Then. when Eddleman straightened out 
his arm, the muzzle ofthe pistol must have 
been touching Mr. Gresham ?”’ 

“Tf his arm had been straightened out it 
would.”’ 

“Who did you tell about what you saw?” 

‘John Fangley.”’ 

“Why didn’t you go before the coroner’s 
jury ?’’ 

“TIT didn’t wantto be troubled with it. I 
told Langley that, and he said then I'd better’ 
keep my mouth shut.

THE THIRD WITNESS 

for the defense was Jno. Langley, residing 117 
Pulliam street, an ex-policeman. He- corrob- 
orated McCord’s statement about the conver- 
sation between them aboutan hour after the 
shooting in which McCord told him that he 
had seen more than the paper had about it, 
and then told about the knife. For three 
months Langley told no one about his conver- 
sation with McCord. 

““‘Why did you keep it a secret so long?’’ 
asked the solicitor. ~ 

‘*T don’t know why,’ said the witness. “I 
didn’t have no reason at all for it.” 

THE FOURTH WITNESS 

was Dr. C. C. Green,a brother of the Mr. Will 


Green who was a witness forthe prosecution. 
“I was called in,”’ said the witness, ‘‘to at- 
tend Tom Gresham after he was wounded. I 
found there Dr. Longino, Dr.Nicholson, Dr. 
West and Dr. Thad Johnson. I observed the 
wound and also saw two short rents or cuts 
just above one knee, I don’t remember on 
which leg. The cuts went through pants and 
drawers, but I didn’t see any blood.’ 
« ‘How Sar apart were the rents, doctor’ 
asked the solicitor. 

“Aboutaninch. They were small,only one- 
half or three-foruths of an inch long, and were 
inclined diagonally across the leg.”’ 

‘‘When did you observe this, doctor?” 

* “While Mr. Gresham was dying.” 

“Did you hear Mr. Gresham say anything 
while you was there?” 

“He repeated a number of times that he had 
been brutally and foully murdered, and for no 
cause,”’ 

THE FIFTH WITNESS 
was Mr. W. D. Shockley. He testified briefly 
that he and Eddleman had éach procured a 
palmetto cane from around a crate of cabbages 
shipped here.’ His cane was introduced in 
evidence and he testified that Mr. Eddleman’s 
was very similar to that. 

THE SIXTH WITNESS 
was Mr. Nig Simpson, who was also a witness 
for the prosecution. He was called upon to 
testify simply that Eddleman’s cane was a 
light palm, or palmetto one, such as is taken 
from the crates of cabbage that are shipped 
here from Florida. 

THE SEVENTH WITNESS | 
was Colonel Rube Arnold. The object of his 
testimony was to. discredit that of Joe 
Mechan, who had testified for the prose- 
cution. Colonel Arnold testified that 
on the evening § after the shooting, 
being already retained by Eddleman, he went 
into the saloon to investigate. Marquis and 
the negro Hull refused to say anything, but 
Meehan told him (Arnold) that he (Meehan) 
had started from behind the bar counter to 
stop the difficulty, but the shot had been fired 
just as he was between the bar and lunch 
counters and had not seen the shot fired. 

The defense then asked time for consulta- 
tion, and were absent from the room for ten 
or fifteen minutes, and when they returned 
court adjourned at 4:15 until 9 o’clock this 
morning. 


A Backward Glance. 


In view of the fact that the prisoner’s state- 
ment forms the most interesting and important 
part of what yet remains to be said, it may be 
interesting to look over the statement made 
May 16th, 1888, the afternoon on which the 
shooting occurred. 

Another visitor was Dr. Wooley. Heghad been 
sent down by the prisoner’s counsel to eXamine the 
wound, Mr. Eddleman told to himthere, and re- 
peated the story subsequently, in the presence of 
Mr. Mayson, the following account of the difficulty: 

“Thad gone down and taken a driuk with Mr. 
Joe Smith, theattorney. Then I ordered dinner— 
mution chops—and while 1 was waiting and while 
I was eating. I was talking to Mr. Emanuel, who 
gatatthe lunch counter next to me, about the 
secret orders, I have been worried considerably of 
late by telephone messages for my bookkeeper—he’s 
worshipful right hand secretary in a number of 
them. I remarked to Mr, Emanuel: 

‘I believe old Jimmy Waddell had the thing 
down right. Hesaid that not everybody in the 
secret orders was a rascal, but that he never knew 
& rascal that was Dotin a secret order. I didn’t 
know Gresham was in the room until he spoke 
up ouickly: 

‘**You are a G—d d—d liar.’ 

“T turned and saw him. 

“*You don’t mean that, Tom,” I said to him. 

“**Yes, by G—d I do,” he replied as he started 
towards me. As he struck at me I hit him over the 
head witha light cane and broke the cane. He 
then drew a knife and began slashing at me. I 
knew it wes a matter of life and death, and after 
he had cut at my throat for half a minute, forcing 
me back every step, I drew my pistol and shot. 
He said, "My God, I am shot.’ I laid the pistol 
down on the cour terand then the bailiff took me 
aff. It was in self defense, and I had no more idea 
of getting out alive than I haye of fiying now,”
